1 . THE "PAPELETA DE RECEPTION" IS AN OFFICIAL DOCUMENT PREPARED 
BY THE PORT ADMINISTRATION, A GOC AGENCY, ACCORDING TO THE SHIP'S 
MANIFEST, (BILL OF LADING) INFORMATION PROVIDED BY THE SHIP'S AGENT 
AND THE PORT ADMINISTRATORS OWN FINDINGS. 

2. THE PURPOSE OF THIS DOCUMENT IS TO STATE ALL THE 
PERTINENT DETAILS OF THE SHIPMENT, I.E. ESTIMATED WEIGHT OF THE 
GOODS, CONDITIONS OF THE COMMODITIES AT THE TIME OF DISCHARGE, 

ETC; THE WEIGHT ON BROKEN CONTAINERS IS ESTIMATED AND AGREED 
UPON BETWEEN THE PORT ADMINISTRATOR AND THE SHIP'S AGENT SIGNING 
THE "PAPELETA DE RECEPCION '. 

3. IT SHOULD SHOW THE EXACT CONDITION OF GOODS RECEIVED

1 . AN EX-SHIP'S TACKLE SURVEY IS FEASIBLE TO BE PERFORMED 

IN ANY CHILEAN PORT. WHAT LLOYD'S REPORT REFERRED TO IS THAT 
THEIR REPRESENTATIVES ARE NOT ALLOWED TO ORDER THE PORT 
WORKMEN TO WEIGH PACKAGES NOR TO ASK THEM TO SEPARATE 
DAMAGED OR TORN OR SLACK PACKAGES FROM THE GOOD ONES. 

THEY ARE, HOWEVER, ALLOWED TO CONTRACT OUTSIDE TALLY CLERKS 
TO HELP THEIR OWN SURVEY STAFF TO DO THE JOB WITHIN THE PORT 
ADMINISTRATION’S PRECINCTS WITH THE ONLY PURPOSE OF COUNTING 
SACKS IN GOOD AND BAD CONDITIONS, AND ESTIMATING THE WEIGHT 
OF THE CONTAINDERS. NORMALLY THE PORT AUTHORITY SEPARATES 
COMMODITIES ARRIVED IN GOOD SHAPE FROM THOSE THAT HAVE

ALTERNATE OF LLOYD'S WAS DISCUSSED WITH THE U.S. VOLAG

LLOYD S REPRESENTATIVE THE VOLAGS DECIDED TO CONTINUE WITH

3. A JOINT SURVEY AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE VOLAG AND THE

DULY TRAINED TO CARRY OUT THIS WORK. HOWEVER, DUE TO THE LACK OF 
PERSONNEL AT U.S. VOLAG'S LEVEL (SAWS 2 PEOPLE - CRS 3 PEOPLE). 

THE AGENCIES WOULD HAVE TO HIRE MORE PERSONNEL TO EXECUTE 
THIS TASK, PROBABLY OFFSETTING THE GAIN. 

THE MISSION IS NOT OF THE OPINION THAT THE U.S. VOLAG 

SHOULD DELEGATE THIS RESPONSIBILITY TO THE LOCAL COUNTERPART 

AGENCIES.
